Enrrons Press ;—In your issué of Decem- 
her 7th, in number four of the series of ayti- 
cles by Prof. Rowlandson, appears the follow- 
ing: “It has been proposed to obtain gold 
and silver at the same operation, when em- 
ploying Augustin’s mode, ‘by impregnating 
the hot solution with chlorine, which it has 
been assertained would have the effect of dis- 
solving the goid present, also. I baye no 
knowledge Ifow fur any practical results have 
followed from the above suggestion.” 

In my gcneral review, No. V, of “The 
Problem of Gold and Silver Extraction,” 
published in the Mining ond Scentyte Press 
of March 18, 1865, I referred to a modifiea- 
tion of the Plattner’s or Calvert's chlorina- 

gion process, as applicable to poor ores, and cs- 


alloy of gold and silver, such as are rebellious, 
generally, to any other treatment. I am not 
aware as to the amount of chlorine gas capa- 
ple of being held in a hot solution of sult; but 
if 1 recollect rightly, the author of the pro- 
cess in Mr. Poumares, and it was published to 
the world in the Orsir Zeitechr. Jur Berg und 
«tulleeseen, 1803, with the following remarks: 
‘Gold can be extracted through chlorine, 
as by Plattner’s method. The silver in these 
ores, (according to their nature and previous 
treatient,) is obtained by leaching the same 
With ammonia, solution vt chloride of sodium, 
or of hypusulphites, or even by hot water, 
acwuiding to the methods of Rivero, Gmelin, 
Augustin, Jolin Perey, Ziervogel, Patera, cte. 
But applied to ores containing a certain alley 
of gold and silver, the above methods are iar 
from beng satilactery;.as there genetally 
remains, ui the talings,a latge amount of pre- 
cous metals. They have tricd to extract 
both metals, alternately, according to the pno- 
cess applicalle to cach, first, for the silver, 
they employed Augustin’s or Ziervogel» 
methods; for the gold, Plattner’s and ore 
rsa, but there always rema,ped in the tail- 
mgs an auro-argenliferous residium, which 
required a repetition of the process, or in- 
voliing the necessity of proceeding to their 
extraction by concentration in the diy way. 
The reson for this is easily eaplamed, as each 
of the above metals is, by itself, insoluble in 
the solvent of the other. In treating an au- 
riferous silver by chlorine gas, a portion of 
the gold is formed into chloride; chloride of 
silver is formed in the meantime, and beng 
insoluble, protects the balance of the alloy 
thom the subsequent action of the chlorine 
gas, by covering it with a film of chloride of 
silver.’ In dis»olvimg this film of chloride of 
silver, by solutions of ammonia, salt or hypo- 
sulphites, a pure metallic surface of gold 1s 
olitained, which also protects the rest of the 
metalle alloy fiom the action of these solu- 
tions. If the ores ae rich enough, they will 
wairant this alternate treatment; but if too 
pool, the expenses of extraction would be 
larger than the value obtained. Heretofore 
such alloys has > been Jost in the tatlings; but 
with the use of the aleve concentrated solu- 
tion of salt, saturated by chlorine gas, they 
can be readily eatiacted; as such a solution 
dissolves rapidly and entirely an artiticial al- 
loy of gold and silver, and, as proven by ex- 
periments referred to below,made on ores con- 
taming a silver alloy of gold, rebellious to any 
other treatment. 
These ores inust first be properly roasted, 
then leached with a concentrated solution of 
galt saturated with chlorine gas, and satisfac- 
tory results willbe obtained. An ore treated 
as above, and containing only 1.24 per cent. 
of native alloy has left in the tailings no 
more than 0 019 per cent. Another poor ore 
containing only 0.19 per cent. of native alloy 
has left only 0.002 per cent. 
In both cases the yield could still have 
been more, as m the washing water, gold and 
silver were distinctly detected. Thus, the 
use of acold concentrated solution of salt satu- 
rated with chlorine gas, would be advantageous 
in the treatment of poor ores contaming an 
atio-argentiferous alloy, Without concentra- 
tung the same, and with hardly any loss of 
the precious metals, 


Usurrn Dara—A cubic foot of water 
weighs 621, pounds, and contains G} imperial 
gallons; hence one imperial gallon may be 
taken to weigh ten pounds, : 

A pipe one inch in diameter and one yard 
in length, contains 20.26 cubice inches, or 
nearly a pound of water; hence the following 
practical rule is generally used to find the 
quantity of wate in a pipe of any given åi- 
ameter: 

Square the diameter of the pipe in inches, 
the result is the weight of water in pounds, 
per yard of the pipe’s length; shift the deci- 
pial pomt one place to the left for the quan- 
tity of water in gallons per yard. 
For practical purposes, water ny he re- 
garded as incompressible, inasmuch as when 
completely deprived of air and ahah to a 
pressure of 22 atmospheres, its bulk is reduc- 
ed only to the extent of one s00th. 

Water expands in bulk and decreases in 
density from a temporature of 39 degrees P. 
up to 212 degrees, when it boils and evapo- 
yates.inta steam. Below 39 degrees it again 
expands and decreases in densify down to 82 
degrees, when il. chrystalizes into ice. In as- 
suming the form of ice tho bulk is increased 
in proportion of 9 to 8, and the foree with 
which it expands is so great that scarcely 
any thing can resist it—San Francisco Afin- 
ing and Selentifie Press.

A Cheyenne correspondent of the Chicago 
Times, speaking of that city, says: 

“We struck fora light in a window on 
Main street and it proved to be a hotel; that 
is to say, on opening, a double door on the 
street, a large red hot stove met the eye—a 
welcome sight; next, on the left, a bar filled 
with all kinds of bottles, reflected by a suc- 
cession of looking-glasses; in front of you, 
seyeral billiard-tables, up stairs were the bed-. 
rooms; d. e, the few that were finished; for 
the carpenters work night and day, Sundays 
included, for $10 a day, to get room enough 
to accommodate the public. Opposite the 
hotel isa restaurant, where all must go to 
get meals at Sl a head. Fancying an omulet 
for breakfast, your correspondent paid fifty 
cents extra for thatluxury, This description 
answers for all hotels at present, in appear- 
ance at least. Though the proprietors who 
get three dollars a day for a small lodging 
room, expect to furnish meals as soon as they 
get rooms cnough. Our restaurant, the prò- 
prietor told me, ran till two, in the morning; 
the receipts averaging $1,200 a day. : 

“There is a spirit here which ig much the 
same as California witnessed in its early days. 
As'yet thë plate ‘is a paradise compardd’ to ` 
Julesburg. I should judge there are 4,000 
people here; and, strange as it may appéar, 
not one of these came for any object but to, 
make money—and it is made. A glass of 
Otard js 40 cents; Bourbon, 25 cents; fresh 
butter, per pound, 90 cents; washing, per 
dozen, $33; two apples, 25 cents. Of course, 
labor is in proportion; and, were it not, that 
sq many—indeed, most all who come here— 
drink, drink, day and night, a man of ordina- 
ry muscle and common sense could lay up 
money very fast.” 


Grain FoR Wicksensurc,—We do not 
know a better answer to the constant cry in 
the upper country that Pima county is a liz 
avd patch, a “greesewood desert,” a barren 
waste, than the fact that Judge Hayden, of 
this place, has contracted to deliver a large 
amount of grain and flour at Wickenburg for 
the partics engaged in hauling quartz from 
the Vulture mine to the mill. 

The Judge is uble to deliver these staples 
from Pima county, at lower rates than they 
can he supplied from Yavapai county or from 
California. Comment is unnecessary.—Tuc- 
son Artzonian, `

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Tranbfer of Pah-Ute County. 

The Nevada papers are just now, discussing 
the points at issue in the case of the transfer 
by Congress, of this portion of Arizona- to 
their State. The Reese River Reveille con- 
tends that the question is already settled, and 
that our county of Pah-Ute is now a part of 
Lincoln county, Nevada, It bases its opinion 
upon the following resolution, which, accord- 
ing to it, passed the Legislature of its State 
at its last session—last winter. The resolu- 
tion is as follows: 


“ Resolved, by the Legislature of the State 
of Nevada, that the Territory bounded and 
described in the second section of the afore- 
said Act of Congress of the United States, is 
hereby accepted, made part of and declared 
to be within the jurisdiction of the State of 
Nevada, subject to and under all the provis- 
ions and conditions contained within said sec- 
ond section of said Act.”' 


It will be remembered that Congress, in 
1866, ceded this portion of our Territory to 
the State of Nevada, provided, the Legisla- 
ture of that State would accept it, which, as 
will be seen from the above resolution, it has 
already done. But, in our opinion, this does 
not settle the status of Pah-Ute, and her cit- 
izens are not, as yet, transferred. The Uon- 
stitution of the State of Nevada fixes her 
boundary lines, and it is but right and proper 
that this questionof annexation and conse- 
quent change of lines should be submitted to 
the people for approval and acceptation; but,as 
itis à foregone gonclusion that they would 
vote in favor of “gobbling up” Pah-Ute, its 
submission to them, except for mre form's 
sake, ig really unnecessary. However, as the 
citizens of Pah-Ute are not in favor of being 
handed over to Nevada, and as the authori- 
ties of that State, and of Lincoln county are 
bent upon making Pah-Ute-ites pay taxes, 
no doubt the matter will be brought before 
the courts before long. In fact, we believe, a 
case has already been made up for trial. Gov. 
Blasdel is of the opinion that the Legislature 
cannot accept the territory spoken of without 
submitting the proposition to the people; but, 
of course, his views are not sustained by the 
press and people of his State. We believe 
that, if the people of Pah-Ute were allowed a 
voice ib the matter, their voice would be for 
remaining where they are—in Arizona. But, 
as Congress has full control of the Territo- 
ries, and as the influence of a State in that 
body is great, we fear this slice of our Terri- 
tory and its inhabitants will, eventually, have 
to Become a part of Silverland. 


Arrival of the California Mail.

The la- 
test Los Angeles and San Bernardino papers 
are dated January li, and their columns are’ al- 
most entirely devoted to accounts of the great 
floods that have recently swept over the 
State, and long and short articles upon our 
35th parallel railroad route. Most of the 
surveying parties had arrived at San Bernard- 
ino, and they all agree in stating their high 
appreciation of their favorite route Hurrah 
for our railroad route, the railroad company, 
and our rich Territory! Prescott sits at the 
foot of the richest range of mountains in the 
world, and, ina short time, the iron horse 
will be coursing over our mesas and valleys— 
up to our very doors—on its way from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific! ‘

We hope our Dele- 
gate in Congress will attend to this matter, 
and see that officers are appointed. People 
who go into the wilderness and risk their 
lives and property in its development, should, 
we think, have every facility afforded them 
for securing the property which their energy 
perseverance and hard labor have acquired. 


ARRIVAL or Stock ror THE AvsTIN AND 
Monave Orry Mam Rovrs.—We learn from 
the Reese River Hoveille of a recent date, that 
Frank Cluggage, the mail contractor between 
Austin, Nevada, and Mohave City, Arizona, 
via Belmont and Pahranagat, is engaged in 
stocking the route and placing wagons and 
coaches upon it. Weare glad to know this, 
as we are sure it will bea great benefit to 
both the people of Nevada and Arizona. It 
seems that the mines of Pahranagat district 
are looming into importance; already, there 
are mills erected, and from the favorable no- 
tices of the ores of that district which we 
occasionally sco in tho Reveille, we feel cer- 
tain that some of the ledges are really good. 
Mr. Cluggage’s name is a syre guarantee that 
regular communication will, if possible, be 
kept up. We earnestly hope the line of sta- 
ges will be extended and run to Prescott and 
Albuquerque. Were it not for Indian trou- 
bles in this Territory, Prescott would long 
since havo had lines of stages connecting it 
with Califorma, Nevada, Utah and New Mex- 
ico. 


TELEGRAPH.—The Santa Fe Gazette says 
that a project is on foot for the purpose of 
building a telegraph line from Denver, Colo- 
rado, to Santa Fe, Now Mexico, and we earn- 
estly hope it may soon be accomplished. 
From Santa Fe, the lino should be extended 
over the adopted railroad route, through Ari- 
zona to Los Angeles, We believe it to be 
the intention of the Union Pacific Railway 
Co., E. D., as soon as Congress gives them the 
subsidy asked for, to put a linc of stages on 
the 35th parallel route, between the eastern 
terminus of their road and California. The 
rich regions of New Mexico, Arizona and 
Southern California have too long been neg- 
lected by the nation and capitalists, and it is 
high time that the country should do some- 
thing towards opening them up and develop- 
ing their resources. Their sparse population 
have battled long and nobly with the enemics 
of civilization, and it is the duty of the Qov- 
ernment to aid in the construction of lines of 
communication, and thereby fill up the coun- 
try with workers, who will soon settle the 
Indian question and put money into its purse.

Where- 
upon, General Mason (“the best General that 
was eyer in Arizona’’—on paper) arose and, 
after a very great eulogy, placed m nomna- 
tion, JIon, J. N. Goodwin, (great applause) 
who was winnunons’y neminuted hy —Good- 
win and Mason, They then hastened to the 
Territory and made that celebrated, or rather 
notorious canvass which resulted in the elec- 
tion of Ton, John N. Goodwin. Poston was 
shelved, and Goodwin clected, and the peo- 
ple were led to hope for many good things, 
for Goodwin promised much and failed to do 
any thing, at last, for Arizona. He did, how- 
ever, attempt to get through Congress a great 
swindling scheme in the shape of a franchise 
bill known as the Pomeroy bill, which, if it 
had been successful, wonld have given him- 
self and.colleagues a hill of sale of Arzona 
Terntory. This, and the eet of drawing his 
pay is all that I know of his having accom- 
plished Yes, ho did one other act, for which 
the people should be most grateful,—he sent 
them a couple of leeches in the shape of In- 
ternal Revenue Collectors. Two years pass 
away; Goodwin does not return to look after 
his immense interest in the Territory, and 
the people have haisted upon them that good 
old man from Wisconsin, known as Coles 
Bashford, a man of bad repute in his own 
country, imported into the Territory to fill 
an office 2 isible in the future, for we read that 
as soon as the “outfit” struck the line of 
Arivona, certain parties were sworn into of- 
fice, and among the rest, Coles Bashfoid, as 
Attorney-General, to the tune of $1500 sala- 
ry per annum, and which,a liberal Legisla- 
ture (of which he was a member, and the 
managing man) at the first session, raised to 
$2,000, and $500 for traveling expenses, all 
of which was contrary to law. Such a man, 
by the votes of the good people, is now our 
Delegate in Congress. What has he done ?— 
drawn his pay—nothing more. 

Now comes the fourth time to elect a dele- 
gate, and I ask the people of Arizona if they 
intend, again, to suffer themselves to be hood- 
winked and humbugged.

Thousands of acres of such tand 
lie unclaimed within a day's ride of Prescott, 
and here, in a few years more, will he seen a 
large and prosperous farming population, un- 
less all indications are unrehable, Slowly, 
hut surely, as a community, we are progress- 
ing. The great obstacle to our more rapid 
advancement, our Indian troubles, 19 being 
overcome, and other interests suffer from that 
cause as well as farming. 

Tt is generally conceded that mining will 
be the leading business of this seetion, and 
no country has better facilities for its piose- 
cution than this, but mmers are consumers 
and one great requisite for our sues as a 
mining community is, cheap food. Flour, 
pork, beef and vegetables for men, and grain 
and roots, for horses and cattle, at lower 
prices than now prevail, are absolutely essen- 
tial for the profitable working of many of our 
mines. At this time, nearly all our supphes 
are brought from San Franeisco,a distance of 
a thousand miles, at a cost of twelve ents 
per pound. The amount consumed by the 
military, in Arizona, is enormous, and will, 
probably, not be less for the neat four years 
than it has boen for four past Every pound 
of wheat, corn and barley, should and can be 
raised in the Territory. A Jong stride in out 
advancement toward prosperity will be taken 
when the money nosy sent to Califorma for 
the single article of flour, can he retainer 
here, and when the wheat is raised, mills wil! 
be erected to gund it. Our peculiar geo- 
graphical situation 1s full ofencouragement to 


‘the farmer; surrounded as we are, on all 


sides, by extensive deserts, it will not be 
possible to bring agricultural products here 
from other and older States, where labor is 
cheaper and property and lite safer, m such 
quantities as to glut the market and make 
the business unprofitable, Four months ago, 
the remark was often made in our streets 
that so large crops of corn had heen harvest- 
ed, there would be to market forit To-day, 
every one knows that ten times the amount 
of corn now available would be insufficient to 
supply the wants of the country till next 
harvest. 

The demand for garden produce is more 
limited, but, a3 yet, has been far in excess of 
the supply. To-day, there is no market in 
town to supply the people with potatoes, etc, 
nor is there much fear that vegetahles will be 
produced here in such large quantities as to 
be unsaleable. Fifteen cents per pound is 
the price asked and paid for vegetables, and 
we are glad to get them at those figuies 
Our winters are not long or severe, but though 
cattle can subsist on the grass they can find 
in the valleys and on the plains through our 
winters, cattle that work must be fed; in 
the older States farmers raise carrots, turnips, 
beets and pumpkins on purpose to sell for 
winter feed to horses and cattle, and it should 
ke profitable to do so in Arizona, at any rate, 
a surplus left after mankind were supplied, 
could be so disposed of. 

It is safe to assume as a fact, that soon, 
work will be commenced on a railroad across 
Arizona near the 35th parallel, perhaps not 
this year or next, but soon. Then an enor- 
mous demand for all kinds of agricultural 
products wilt rise, thousands of consumers to 
be fed from some source will be within our 
borders, and if we are not in circumstances 
to supply their wants, others will, and will 
pockot the proceeds, To mo it seoms evident 
that he who puis his hand to the plough in 
Yavapai county and continues diligent in his 
business, though he may mect with dificul- 
ties, and losses such as are incident to a new 
country, among hostile Indians, will cventu- 
ally succeed in obtaining a large reward for his 
labor, and if the bases on which I found my 
reasoning are sound, now is not too soon to 
begin. In another communication Iwill give

click” away at the thankless, ceaseless business 
of typesetting, but we imagined we could hear 
him repeat, in a mournful voice, the following 
sorrowful lines :

` Save or Minixa ProrertY.—Wm. S. Little and 
Edward G, Taylor, on Thesduy last, purchased, 
for the sum of three thousand dollars, from Her- 
bèrt'and Nathan 3. Bowers, the placer mining 
property known as the “Excelsior Ditch and Min- 
ing property,” sitnated on Lynx creek, abont 
seven aniles cast from Prescott, and on Friday 
morning, started with teams loaded with lumber 
and shingles fora house, tools and provisions, 
and determination to do their “level best” in 
robbing thy rich gravel banks of their new 
purchase. Both gentlemen are old California 
miners, understand the business well, and will, 
we hope, be successful in finding lots of gold. 
Henry A. Bigelow, who formerly worked these 
diggings, assures us that they are rich and of 
greatextent. They intend to usea hose and pipe 
in Washing: down the banks. some of which are 
forty fect in depth, Should the diggings * pan 
out” manfully and freely, they will enlarge the 
ditch,and attack the monster gravel mesas in 
regular Timbuctoo style. But, moralizing aside, 
the way our placer miners are doing this winter 
goes to prove that the placers are not worked out, 
and itis really encouraging to hear of their suc- 
cess, When quartz first entered the brain of 
our people, they folt diaposed to give the cold 
shoulder to surface digging for gold, and made 
up their minds at once to go after it right into 
its mother’s womb and tear or pound it out of its 
matrix, but they soon found that it required 
something besides ‘water, slnices, rockers, pans, 
picks and shovels to extract the gold ont of the 
quartz, and they are now going back to first prin- 
ciples, and using tbeir influence in electioneering 
pay out of the creeks and gulches, with very 
good success. Other parties, who are working 
in this guich, are doing well, and there 13 nota 
man that is not making fiom three to tive and ten 
dollars per day. 

- George Lount is still working his diggings, 
close to town. and we understand he is getting 
enough gold to pay him fair wages. 

Sunpay last, a wagon and party of Prescott 
genta went up to Walker's for the purpose of 
hauling down to town, and from thence to the 
Sterling mill, z concentrator. They returned to 
Prescott Monday eyening, and on Tuesday the 
concentrator was taken over to the mill, where, 
juet now, everything wears a busy aspect, and 
prospects look well: Messrs, Reed and Rich- 
ardson are.working like beavers, fixing up the 
mill and machinery, and tlie miners are taking 
out plenty of good rock. It ia but justice to Mr. 
Richardson, who is an old Nevadan, to state, 
that in quartz-mill knowledge and the succesoful 
working of the ‘“‘pay-stone” he is not surpassed 
by any engineer upon the coast. His Calitornia 
and Nevada experience, together with his sound, 
hard sense. fit him for subjugating our rebellious 
ores, When be left Anstin to come to Arizona, 
he left a good situation in Reese River, and since 
his arrival here, he has been badly buffeted by 
head winds of an adverse fate, bùt he has never 
allowed himself, ever fora moment, to be set 
back, or throwa into a despondent mood. From 
first to last, he declared himself satisfied that our 
quartz was richer than any be had ever before 
aeen, and he has recently lent his aid in proving 
it. Of course, to Reed belongs the honor and 
glory of working successfully Sterling sulphu- 
tets, but that gentleman admits freely, and is 
proud to make known the great assistance ren- 
dered him by Mr. Richardson. May their united 
efforis meet with entire success. 


Ricu Org.—Fred Henry, while in Prescott a 
short time ago, informed us that piece of rock 
from a ledge which he discovered and located, 
at Walnut Grove in 1864, which piece he sent to 
San Francisco for the purpose of having it as- 
sayed,and from which he recently received a 
as eo of contents, yielded 59 per cent. of silver, 
some gold and lead. He says there is plenty of 
such rock in the ledge. He is now trying to fix 
up his business at Phanix, the new settlement 
on Salt River, and come upto the Grove and 
work it.

Geo E. Berry, Inst weck, sent us 
three beautiful specimens of stiphuret ore, which 
he took out of this ledze. One of them 13 com- 
posed of black diamond-shaped sulphurcts, the 
edges and outside faces of which are covered 
with very beautiful figures. The sulphurct ore, 
when roasted, yields plenty of gold.

Farming in Yavapai County. 


(continusp.} 


Epigon Arizona Miner: The number of 
acres under cultivation in this county in 1867, 
cannot be accurately determined by the writer, 
but would probably not exceed 1,600 acres, 
most of which was planted with corn— er- 
haps 75 acres with wheat and barley. The 
average yield of corn per acre, according to 
the estiniate of competent judges, was about 
2,500 pounds, or 45 bushels of 56 pounds. In 
some favored spots, a yield of 60 bushels of 
corn per acre was reported; 47 bushels of 
barley, and 51 of wheat, were raised from an 
acre. 

Several different varieties of corn were 
ponies, arid in tke immediate vicinity of 

rescott, the preference is given to American 
flint corn and the hard New England variet 
known as King Philip. These varieties bot 
grow rapidly and mature quickly, and are 
well suited for this locality, where, from the 
elevation, (over 5,000 feet at Prescott,) late 
and early frosts prevail. In other localities, 
as in the Verde valley, fifty miles east, and 
at Walnut Grove, thirty miles south, from 


| Prescott, the large yellow dent matures well 


and yields finely. ; 

So small an area of ground was sown with 
wheat and barley, that no average of the 
general productiveness of the country can 

e given. 

The estimates of the number of acres cul- 
tivated refer only to that cultivated by white 
men, which is but a tithe of the quantity 
planted by Indians in the eastern portion of 
the county. Reliable men who have accom- 
panied the different exploring expeditions to 
the White Mountains, Tonto Basin, and other 
localities inhabited by hostile Indians, report 
seeing patches of ground, containing from ten 
to three hundred acres, covered with splen- 
did crops of corn; and the different military 
expeditions have destroyed the crops of corn 
and wheat, in the eastern and southeastern 
portions of the county, on hundreds of acres. 

The manner of cultivation has hitherto 

been of the rudest description. The ground 
has been ploughed, and the corn planted, and 
left to itself till harvest; in very few instan- 
ces, if any, has a plough or cultivator been 
used in the field while the crop was growmg. 
Around the stables in the towns are large 
piles of manure, some of which have been 
accumulating tor more than three years; yet 
we see farmers leaving town with empty 
wagons, when the removal of these heaps 
would bea benefit to several parties, and a 
sure source of profit to the farmer. Espe- 
cially is it desirable to enrich with manure 
the ground used for gardening. Economy is 
prottavie ; and if a few loads of manure, to 
Ww had at little cost, will enable a man to 
double his crop fiom an acre of ground, as 
often has been done, ‘tis cheaper to use the 
manure than fo cultivate two acres. In these 
days, when guano is conveyed thousands of 
miles and sold in all seaboard towns as a fer- 
tilizer, 1t looks wasteful to see piles of manure 
becoming a nuisance here. . 

The formation of the mountain ranges is 
generally granite, though m a few localities 
slate predominates, It is almost needless to 
say that the water through this region 1s of 
the finest quality, and near the hills can gen- 
erally be found by digging from twenty to 
thirty feet.” There is a scarcity of running 
streams, for so hilly a country ; most of those 
which at this season are of respectable size, 
are dry for a portion of the y ear, that is, they 
have their sinking spells. 
can be easily got in wells, for use of men and 
stock, it does not so much matter. There 
are two wet seasons, and two dry; and òb- 
servation for four years past shows that they 
have occurred with much regularity, com- 
mencing from the 20th of November to the 
10th of December—frequent rains, (snow, in 
the mountains, ) continuing till the middle of 
March, and, less frequently and with less fall 
of water, till the middle of April, from which 
time to the 20th of June no rain need be 
looked for; about June 20th, thunder show- 
ers begin, some of which are no joke, and in- 
crease in frequency till the Ist of August, be- 
coming thence more seldom, and from about 
the 10th of September the second dry term 
sets in, lasting till the commencement of the 
winter rans. Wheat and bailey, sown in the 
fall or early winter, will mature before the 
summer rains, Most other crops must get 
their growth after the rains commence; and 
the rapidity with which all kinds of vegeta- 
tion spring up and reach maturity after 
that time, must be, seen to he appreciated. 
There are several species of excellent grass 
covering the ground—two or three varieties 
of gramma grass, which are good feed tor 
cattle the ycar round; this grass grows luxu- 
riantly over most of the valleys, plains, and 
mesas, or high table lands, through the Ter- 
ritory; while the mountains are (most of 
them) covered to their tops with bunch grass, 
which keeps green through the year, These 
facts offer great inducements to stock raisers, 
and are appreciated by many of onr citizens. 
Our population is composed of men from every 
State in the Union, and all agree that this is 
a good stock country, but—there ‘tis !—but 
the Indians—the Apaches, the Wallapais— 
that is the trouble. Other States and Terri- 
tories have suffered and grown strong, and 
still suffer, under Indian hostilities and dep- 
redations; and our farmers, who have come 
hither from Missouri, Kansss, Colorado, and 
other frontier States—who have fought In- 
dians from their infancy, id some instances-— 
say the Apaches are better neighbors than 
Sioux, Blackfeet, Cheyennes, and Comanches, 
and théy are here with their families, and 
will live here, and haye sent to their friends 
at home to come, for the land is good. 

One motive for writing these lines, was the 
many letters received here by different per- 
sons, from widely different sources, asking. 

uestions, which are thus easier answered 
than in any other way; and if any one who 
reads is made more contented with his pres- 
ent lot, or, being determined to go somew ere, 
is by this statement encouraged to come to 
Arizona, the writer is amp!y rewarded.

Forror Arizona Mixer: The above place, 

rhaps, is new to you, and to many of the 
readers of the Miner, notwithstanding it is 
settled principally by old Arizona pioneers, 
who do not intend it to remain a stranger 
long, as it will certainly be one of the most 
important settlements in Arizona, and like 
the bird it derives its name trom, will rise 
like smoke from a tar-kiln. 

Phoenix is situated on the west bank of 
Salt river, about thirty five miles from its 
mouth, and about ‘the same distance below 
Fort McDowell; it is seventy miles from 
Wickenbury, and about eighteen fiom the 
Pimas; with good roads to all the above 
named places, About two months since, Jack 
Swilling and a small party of men came here, 
looked at the country, hked it, and located 
the water right, went back to Wichenburg, 
organized a company, and 1eturned here with 
men and means to bung ont a ditch, or rather 
canal, on which there are at present some 
eighteen or twenty men at work. The ditch 
will be large cnough to nrigate some ten or 
twelve miles, which is only a small portion 
of the 1ich and fertile land in this valley, a: 
great part of which looks as if recently cul- 
tivated. The cotton, tobacco, castor bean, 
and other plants, are still found growing spon- 
taneously over the apparently ancient fields! 
of Quien Salbe, whose ruins, in the shape of 
high mounds of slate rock and aubes, are left 
along the borders of old acequias or canals, | 
the latter being built on the ground, and from | 
thirty-five to fifty feet in width. The banks, 
in places, are still fiom five to eight fect high, 
and run out ten to twelve miles from the 
river, and, L believe, the whole length of the 
valley.

LETTER FROM SAN FRANCISCO. 
(CORRESPONDENCE OF ARIZONA MINER.) 


San Francresco, Jan. 1st, 1868. 

Not forgetting my old fiends and * fellow 
sogers” in Arizona, I have thonght that a 
social chat might be had with them, through 
your columns, somewhat to their edification; 
in regard to persons and places, matters and 
things here and there, odds and ends, fact 
and fancy, rant and rumor,—things wise and 
otherwise. So here goes. 

On the way, and since my arrival here, 
many of our eather Anzona acquaintances 
have turned up. Among the number is ex- 
Governor Goodwin, who has renew ed’ his age 
about ten years, and diminished his corpor- 
ocity about twenty per cent. He is, as of 
old, the same plausible, pleasant, social. gen- 
tlemanly fellow, whom one cannot crtice 
very severely, or Jove very much. This longi- 
tude and latitude are so uncertain or un- 
known that he vexes one to profanity, but 
his gracious presence secures silence or pious 
speech, He has in hand some- petroleum 
schemes, which promise well. He does nut 
approve of Governor MeCormick’s course in 
regard to the Capital question, and will not 
visit Arizona soon. 

Our old friend Garvin’ is here and well,— 
looking as natural as life. He has been on 
the operating table, and farcd pretty roughly 
under the hands of the bloody professors, but 
he came off first best, and threatens an imme- 
diate invasion of Arizona. Wilbur Curtiss 
the old freighter, who made the trip from La 
Paz to Prescott with “fast fi eight” in about 
ninety days, is a partner in one of the largest 
clothing houses in the city. He is a live man 
and does not curse Arizona in more than one 
language. J might mention the names and 
status of many others, some of whom cherish 
a kind remembrance of Arizona, and have 
faith that she will, eventually, be redeemed 
regenerated and disenthralled from the do. 
minior of Big Rump, and the reign of blun- 
dering civil, and scoundrelly military, incum- 
bents. There are others who curse ‘Arizona 
with double-geared damhation, but, as a gen- 
eral thing, those persons were as weil oif 
there as here. The fact is that Arizona has 
been the best country for a laboring man that 
I have ever seen. F ere, the price of labor is 
low; men who, when in Arizona, received 
their $60 and $80 per month can get, here 
bnt $25 and $20. But, somehow, Califor- 
nians, in Arizona, seem to have had the idea 
that, could they only get back to California 
they would be in any amount of fungs imme- 
diately. There is much money here, it is 
trne, but I observe that it takes something 
to get it with, and with very many, it comes 
oy «n uzh.

[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE ARIZONA MINER} 


TWanpyvitie, Mohave Connty, } 
Arizona, January 25, 1808. 

I notice, in the Miner of January 8th, a 
communication signed “ Justice,” the writer 
of which is, evidently, a friend to General 
McDowell; but all citizens of Arizona me 
not friendly to General McDowell, neither 
we they friendly to the way our military 
matters are conducted. 

When Geneial McDowell was here in An- 
zona, it was understood that Colonel Price 
would take charge of the fow, companies of 
cavalry and, after finehing up the war with 
the Wallapam, then camp at the Toll-Gate 
and clean out the Yavapais, and, carly in tke 
spring, move against the Apaches. J] believe 
this plan snited all, and all the citizens in the 
neighborhood of Prescott seemed pleased 
with this plan of campaign. Gen. McDowall 
also stated, m presence of sevaral citizens of 
Prescott, that he had furmehed everything 
Tequned, and had placed a full years rations 
and exira stores até Fort Yuma, so there 
would be no Jach of supphes, and the cum- 
mander of the military in Arizona would have 
no escuse, but could go against the hostile 
Indians. Mere, the General was laboring un- 
der a great mistake and, probably, did not 
know anything about the real situation of the 
military of the Territory, for, at the time the 
General was bere, the troops under Colonel 
Price were short of rations and had to be 
withdrawn from the Wallapai country, for 
want of forage. Colonel Prce informs me 
that a fall requisition had been sent to San 
Francisco, but had not been filled, and now, 
at this writing, he is unable to move for want 
of supplies. His men tack clothing, and there 
is no barley at the post. So all the cavalry 
stock, together with the pack animals, had to 
be turned out to graze. Lam also informed 
that there is no barley at Fort Yama, so it is 
not likely that there will be q nove of the 
two companies of cavalry now at Camp Mo- 
have before spring, thus losing the best op- 
portunity of chastising the Wallapais and 
Yavapais, as, in the winter, while the moun- 
tains are covered with snow, it is casy to 
find Indians. 

Now, what will “Justice” say when he 
learns that General McDowell, before leaving 
the Territory, ordered.that company D (Capt. 
Brownlow) should, on or before the 15th ot 
February, start for Camp McDowell. This 
will lay this company up for good. Also, 
that Gencral Dent has requested that com- 
pany K be stationed at La Paz to watch the 
peaceable Indians, or superintend the digging 
of a ditch in a sand-bar for some speculative 
purpose?’ If these orders nre carried out, 
what will the people of Prescott do but pack 
up their effects and travel? 

But I hope, now that General McDowell 
is removed, that these orders will be counter 
manded and Colonel Price be allowed the 
four companies of cavalry, (the two at Whip- 
ple and the two at Mohave) and that he will 
be furnished with forage and rations, and al- 
lowed to fight hostile Indians in his own way, 
and then I will det on Colonel Price. 

The removal of General McDowell, I be- 
lieve, suits a large majority of the citizens 0 
Arizona, H:

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Letter from Palifornia, 


PRESCOTT, SATURDAY, 


[CORRES PONDENGR oF ARIZONA MINDER, 


Nava Orry, Qal., Dec, 23,1867. 


Since my arrival here, after a pleasant trip, 
I have not, for ono moment, forgot the ties of 


friendship that bind my heartfelt sympathies 
to my old companions of Prescott and vicini- 
ty. [feel the deepest solicitude in the wel- 


fare of you all, 
Deft but what 


Nothing has transpired since 
Thad foreseen or anticipated ; 


but the events that have occurred are transi- 
tory, and eventually, and before long, Cen- 
tral Arizona will become the most desirable 
section of the Territory to reside in. I have 
advised hundreds in California of that fact. 
The Indian difficulties that have retarded the 


progress of your section are the only and sole 
cause that prgvents thousands in California 
from going there and seeking homes, ‘There 
are, however, great inducements held out for 
people in California to remove to Arizona, 
and, perhaps, after the rainy, season is over, 
there will be quite an exodus from all parts of 
California and the Pacific coast for Central 
Arizona, My reasons fur so thinking are:— 


Ist, Thousands of those that are coming here 
to settle are comparatively poor, and will be 
forced to seek homes in the Territories in 
consequence of the high price of land in this 
State. When ‘and rates at from $50 to $100 
per acre, people of limited means cannot buy 
much of it, 2d, All the most desirable spots 


m California have becu gobbled up by men of 


wealth, many of whom are waiting for some 
new opering on the Pacific coast to develop 
itself, when they will invest their now unem- 
ployed thousands. I find, in all ‘my associa- 
tions in California, that a spirit of enterprise 
prevails now to a greater extent than former- 
ly, to develop the resources of the Territemes 
adjacent to the State, and you must not give 
up all hopes of Arizona emerging out of her 
chaotic condition. One year longer will make 
a great change, 

The subject that is now agitating the 
minds of the people of this State, is, how 
soon can the country complete the great Pa- 
cific railroads, and, the question is often 
asked, How many roads are desirable? At 
least two roads will be constructed within 
the space of five or six years, Already, one 
uf those great improvements is almost finish- 
ed—the Sierra Nevada has been bored 
through and through, and in a few short 
hours’ ride you find yoursulf in the State of 
Nevada, and, by the fourth day of July next, 
every one anticipates that both ends of the 
great Union Pacific Railroad will be com- 
pleted. But all here helieve the only practi- 
cable route, the year round, to be that which 
passes through Central Aizona, and as we 
all know that it will not range far from the 
35th parallel of north latitude, and is bound 
to terminate at San Francisca, I would sug- 
gest to my friends of Prescott and vicinity 
that they cling with tenacity to their present 
abodes, and, as the preacher seys, have faith 
in the future. 

We are all housed up in California, on ac- 
count ef the rany weather. Lhe whole State 
1s almost inundated, but people here are used 
to it, and it makes but ttle differcnce with 
them. „An immense amount of land has been 
| planted in wheat, barley, oats, etc. 

X am pleased to see, by the Miner, that a 
| spirit of cnlerprise has taken hold of several 

of my old friends in Yavapai county, and that 
lit has moved them to reclaim the fertile scope 
ef country bordering the Salt and Gila rivers. 
I trust their enterprise will not flag, and that 
the result of their undertaking will redound 
greatly to their credit, pecuniarily and other- 
wise. I regret to see that there still remains 
a class of sermbblers in Arizona that are cons 
stantly discovering something about Prescott 
and vicinity to croak about. It is disgusting 
to read their articles, in the California pa- 
pers, descriptive of Central Arizona. Who- 
ever they may be, they understand well the 
art of lying, Joun M, Booes.

` Letter from Camp McDowell. 


[COnREsvonDENOE OF TRE MINER.) 


Camp McDowrxi, Yayápäi County, y 
Arizona, January 10, 1808. ¢. 


this part of the country, T thought I would 
drop you a few lines, Tam employed at Reno, 
but Major Mills sent ‘for mg yesterday; to 
come to this place to go outwith a Surveying 
patty that was to leave this” placé this morn 

ng, but on account of'no- stain being’ here, 
the start is ‘put off until to-morrow or maybe 
until Monday, Major Mills and Captain Carr 
and his company of the Ist Cavalry, about 
fifty men, and the Engineer, Mr. Webber,make 
up the party, The intention is to see if they 
can find a practicable wagon road from this 
place to Camp Lincoln, up the Verde, or as 
near that stream ds possible, and when that is 
accomplished they intend to strike across the 
country for the head of Tonto creek, and fol- 
low that stream down until somewhere in 
the neighborhood of Meadow valley, and look 
out a situation for a new post, that I under- 
stand is to be established at that place. 
Meadow valley is on a small stream that 
empties into Tonto creck about forty miles 
from its mouth. Upon this stream, about 
twenty-five or thirty miles from where it 
empties into Tonto creek, is the site for the 


teen miles from the mouth of Tonto creek, 
on the west side of the stream; the Indians 
are still peacable. Yesterday when I left, 
there wereabout 140 incamp; they have got 
plenty of gold, both” coin and dust; I have 
seen twenty dollar pieces, American coin, and 
ounce pieces,Mexican coin, Wickenburg dust, 
Weaver dust and greenbacks, gold and silver 
watches, Colts army and navy six-shvotors, 
double barreled rifles, and double barreled 
shot-guns and one Spencer rifle (not carbine.) 
Mr. Murphy, the Spanish Interpreter, traded 
for the Spencer gun; he gave an old pair of 
soldier’s pants and three yards of manta for 
it. It had been re-sighted, they seemed to 
hnow how to work it. They had four cart- 
ridges, but after the trade was made Mr. 
Murphy laid ‘the gun down to do something 
and they stole them out of the gun. ‘hey 
seem to have plenty of amunition, especially 
powder. Some of the Mexicans have got 
powder from them for old shirts and pants; 
they say they get it on the Rio Grande, They 
played a pretty good trick on this same Mur- 
phy, with some gold, or what he supposed to. 
be gold. They traded bim about tvoaunces 
of brass, cut up into square chunks, fron. tke 
size of two bits to five dollars. Murphy let 
Mr, Gibson, the mail- rider, have it, in good 
faith; and he leta soldier by the name of 
Merrice have it, jn the same way. He was 
in my quarters to-night, and was showing it 
tome. I knew it was not gold, as svon as I 
felt of it. Tt looked very much like gold, but 
did not have the weight. He would not be- 
lieve that he was a victim of misplaced confi- 
dence until we got some acid, and then he 
gave up the point. Whether the Apaches 
knew if was not gold or not, I could not say. 
Some of our good people down this way don’t 
think they would do anything so mean ; but, 
fur my part, I think they would. They 
brought up two mules—one very fine Ameri- 
can mule, and one Sonora mule ‘The road 
we have is a good road for a mountain coun- 
try, so far; we are more than half way to 
our destination. STRATEGY, 


Words of Truth. 


Chris. Laubenheimer, of La Paz, Yuma 
county, this Territory, has forwarded us the 
following letter, with the request of many 
citizens of La Paz—Democrats—that it be 
published in the Miner. & was written by 
Hailey H. Cartter, Judge of the Second Judi- 
cial District of this Territory, while the Judge 
was in Prescott last fall; holding court. It 
hits the nail on the head, and speaks truth- 
fully of the resources of this Territory : 

“Prescott, Nov. 5, 1867. 

Dear Youts has been received, tell- 
ing of you and your family’s welfare. Iam 
now at Prescott for the first time holding 
court. But T reside at La Paz, Yuma county, 
Arizona Territory, to which place direct your 
letters. I get the Free Press and the Conserv- 
ative Press ¥egularly. I can write you nothing 
in favor of prospects here. The Territory is 
rich in agricultural lands, and very rich in 
mines. But ndither can be worked on ac- 
count of Indian hostilities; no one is yafe here, 
nor can any one move without a military es- 
cort, and cannot go outside of his village 
without being in danger of loosing his life.

' The Yosemite can never lose its interest to 
the tourist and lover of the grandly beautiful, 
but it has been sketched, photographed, 
painted and described by writers and Idotur- 
ers until tlie -subject is petting hackneyed, 


‘become familliar to our citizens, The same 
may be said of Mt. Diablo, Mt, Shasta; Mt. 
Hood, and eveh Mt, Tamalpias. Still our 
artists go on giving ug Yosemite scenes, Mt. 
Hoods, Shastas, etc., month after month, year 
after year, as the Turkish artist contents him- 
self with producing miles on miles of views 
of and in Constantinople, satisfied that all 
which is worth seeing on earth is centered on 
“Stamboul the Magnificent.” ‘This must stop 
sooner or later, and we feel that the artist 
who first steps out of the now well worn path 
and introduces to new scenes the world of 
art admirers, will be doing the public a great 
service, at the same time that.be wins favor 
and money for himself. Nowhere on thecon- 
tinent is there so promising a field for him as 
in Southern California and Arizona, The 
rand old guardian of the passway to the 
desert, Mt. San Bernardino, with his hoary 
head white with snow, his shaggy sides cut 
with gloomy defiles as yet untrod by civilized 
man, and thé fair valley filled with peaceful 
homes embosomed in shady groves, and blos- 
soming trees for a foreground, would make a 
magnilicent picture, but we believe no painter 
has yet essayed the task. The artist could 
sit on the piaza of a first-rate hotel and enjoy 
all the grandeur of hature with all the com- 
forts of civilized lifo around him. Another 
day's journey would bring him to the edge 
of the desert and the foot of San Gorgonia, 
which rises bold and abrupt from the south- 
ern side of a pass of the same name, and pre- 
sents a stiiking outline against the clear blue 
sky above. Further down is San Jacinto, a 
mass of black, bare rocks pled heavenward, 
making the eye ache with the blending glare 
of the desert sun reflecting back from its na- 
ked summit, and then comes the great salt 
lake as white as snow, the ghost of a dead! 
sea of the past, with the wild volcanic moun- 
tains beyond, which sketched by moonlight 


would make a scenę replete with samage gran- 


eur and utter desolation. ‘On the other side 
af the derert the Glacier Mountains, vast 
heaps of barren carth, seamed and scarred by 
the storms of centuries, destitute of every 
species of vegetation, but with groves: of 
spients palm trees in little valleys along 
their base to give a weird Oriental aspect to 
the scene, would fix the atiention of the artist. 
In the pass of San Gabricl, this side of San 
Bernardina, on the Mohave road, are to be 
obtained some of the most beautiful ,yiews 
we have czer seen, and further on, in the vol- 
canic mountains, along the Mohave River, 
views which for savage grandeur are to be 
surpassed nowhere in the werid, are to 6 
found in endless varivty, AU these can be 
roached and sketched with httle trouble and 
m danger. If one has the time, and is wil- 
ling to take the risk, a ride into Apactre-land, 
beyond the Colorado, would make ah artist's 
fortune, Mt, San Francisco, far away ‘in the 
centre of tho great plateau betaveen the 
Qolorado and Rio Grande, situated amid the 
ruins of cities of whose inhabitants we have 
not even a tradition, in A wild region but lit- 
tle explored, haunted by tlhe most wary 
ruthless and treacherous of all God’s create 
beings, lifts his three great domes far into the 
clear blue fir of that mysterious climo, and 
towers in lonely majesty fir above all his fel- 
lows, waiting through all these long dreary 
centuries for the coming ot the master hand 
to transfer to canvas his image, which would 
soon become an object for the wonder and ad- 
miration of mankind. We have heard this 
mountain pronounced by competent judges 
the finest on the continent sf America, and 
we believe they wereright. Were we master 
of the artists cunning, we would go for it 
and take the chances. Then, too, the Great 
Canon of the Colorado, beside which the Yo- 
semite sinks into such utter in-ignificance as 
to be beyond comparison, is known to the 
world by crude’ description and some rude 
pencil sketches only, and the artist who fitst 
adequately depicts it will win fame and for- 
tune. We might goon all day speaking of 
objects worthy the painters study in that 
direction, but trust we have already snid 
enough to direct attention ton wide and most 
promising field, the viches of which nie, as 
yet, wholly undeveloped and hidden from the

and no directions can bo given that will ap- 
ply tò all cases. Itisaáan art that has to be 
learned by experience, like everything else 
connected wich quartz mining. The Grass 
Valley National, in answer toa query from 
Amador county on the subject, says: 

“The quickest niothod of preparing copper 
plates for smapomating purposes, is to clean 
the surface of the plates with sand and nitric 
agid, and after washing them well in cold 
water, cover the surface with a solution of 
cyanide of potassium, and immediately there- 
after apply the mureury, which must be well 
rubbed in. The result isa higly sensitive 
coating of mercury, which will seize any per- 
ticle of gold passing over the plates so pre- 
parcd. There are various modes used jn cont- 
ing plates—one of which isto clean the plates 
as above described, and then apply a thin 
coating of amalgam, which is then retorted: 
on the plates, the gold thus being fastened on 
the plates is covered with mercury, and so 
used, The slow process, which can only be 
perfected by often renewing the mercury un- 
til the amalgam covers the plates, is very 
good in mills on leads where the owners can 
afford to lie out of the money foratime. In 
one instance, some years ago, we have known 
nine plates, ten inches by twelve in surface, 
from which the loose amalgam was wiped off 
weekly, and this course followed fora yoar or 
50, producing, when the plates were removed 
(for the purpose of putting down larger ones) 
$1,100 in gold. The sodium amalgam we 
have never secen tricd in Grass Valley, and 
are, therefore, unable to give an opinion as to 
its ments as a gold saving menstruum.” 

The acid used in cleaning the plates is di- 
luted, so as not to burn into tho copper. The 
plates improve with use, the mercury and mi- 
nutely fine guld apparently making their way 
into the copper, until the plates become so 
brittle that they will not hold their own 
weight. When finely broken up and the 
gold separated from the copper, they are al- 
ways found to contain a large proportion of 
the precious metal, Sodium amalgam has 
been used considerably in the mills of Nevada 
county, but amalgamators differ as to its 
merits,

Smith 
of Montana, and his militia, and blame Oon- 
gress for tardy and inefficient action on the 
whole matter. They recommend that the 
Indian Bureau be made a seperate Depart- 
ment, lénving Congress to determine whether 
its head shall, or shall not be a member of 
the Cabinet; that no more money annuities 
be paid to Indians, but that whatever is due 
them, be expended in buying agricultural im- 
plements; that renewed efforts be made to 
promote civilization among th various tribes; 
that friendly Indians shall be controlled and 
dealt with by the civil authorities through 
the'new department; that the power to de-- 
clare war with any tribe, shall be placed gole- 
lyin the hands of tho President; that any 
tribe assuming a hostile attitude, or refusing 
to keep the peace, shall by the President, be 
put under charge of the military; that Con- 
gress shall designate a tima not later than 
February, 1869, when all the Indian agencies 
and superintendencies, shall be dechtred va- 
cant, and only tho best of the present incum- 
bents be re-appointed; and that the Govern- 
ors of Territorius, who ate generally potti- 
cians, should not be made superintendents; 
and that our Indian interior laws be compiled 
and published for general circulation, They 
also recommend the getting apartof two res- 
ervations, exchisively for Indian: oceupation. 
That for the Southern Indians, being what is 
now known as the Indian Territory, and that 
of the Northern Indiana, being a portion of 
Dakota Territory, bounded on the north’ by 
the 45th pataltel, on the enst by the Missouri

Pneific railroad is only twenty-five miles 
south of the mines, and itb ig believed that it 
will cross the summit of the mountains before 
the close of next-August. The telegraph is 
within ning miles of the mines, and will ex- 
tend through them as soon as pritcticable. 
Persons traveling from California, Nevada, 
and Arizona, will find the best route to the 
mines to be by the way of Salt Lake city 
Fort Bridger, Green river, Oregon springs and 
Pacific city. Those going from Oregon and 
from Washington; Idaho and Mofftana ‘Lerri- 
tories, should take the stage rond to Taylors 
bridge on Snake river and thence via the 
Lander road to the mines. Qn the ist of 
January there were four feet of snow in the 
mines, though in the Wind river valléy, 
thirty-five miles north, there was scarcély 
any, ond thé prospectors ‘placed their stock 
there during the winter. “Jhere are good 
wagon ronds passing directly through the 
section where the mines are located.” We 
believe this ataiement of the position of the 
Sweetwater mines, antl of the easiest way of 
reaching them from the surrounding States 
and Territories, to be quita correct. Those 
who aye anaious to reach theyn would do well 
to make haste slowly. If they prove to be 
nearly as lich and oxtensive ‘as they are rep- 
résented to be, there will be root and oppor- 
tunity for us all. Letus ait until the snows 
‘disappear, and nature giles again in hor rai- 
ment of green; and then lured by the spugh- 
ing of the soft winds laden with the qdors of 
spring, and the‘flad songs of the little birds, 
we will go leisurely there and, pitt money in 
our purses.—Reése River Reveille .

Minixe News.—The Sterline 9.—Si Since- oür miny ee and sources of wealth be found 
last account of operations at this mine and £ 
mill, 15 tons of rock have heen crushed and 


manipulated, eleven tons of which were taken 
as it came out of the lode, without being as- 
sorted, and four tons of refuse rock. The 
yield was about $40 to the ton. Owing to 
the cold weather which prevailed last week, 
and the failure of the settler to operate, con- 
siderable trouble was experienced by Mr 
Reed and his assistants in getting the gold 
out of the pulp. The heavy sulphurets packed 
in the bottom of the settler, and of course a 
great deal of gold was carried through the 
discharge hole by the water. The result was, 
that instead of the sulphurets being stirred 
up in the settler and washed away, while the 
gold should have descended to the bottom, 
gold and sulphurets floated out together over 
the hard, smooth bed of sulphurets in the 
bottom of the settler, and over a ton of tail- 
ings, through which the silver was dispersed 
in small globules, was attempted to be panned 
out, which process, as might be expected, 
failed to gather the quicksilver. The residue 
was ofterwards put into the concentrator and 
worked over again, without any difficulty, 
when a good deal of gold was secured. Small 
plow-boards have been attached to arms in 
the settler, which follow each other, and keep 
the pulp stirred up, thus letting the gold come 
in contact with the quicksilver. Considera- 
ble heavy gold was taken from the pans in 
the battery, upon which the quicksilver would 
not act, from the fact, we suppose, that it was 
coated with iron or some other mineral for 
which quicksilver has no affinity. Outside of 
the concentrator no gold can be found, thus 
proving that Reed’s process of amalgamation 
works toa charm. The mill is now running, 
and if everything works well, a big result may 
be looked for.

The concentration or, separation of gold 
from crushed ore is performed in three ways— 
first, by quicksilver; second, by water on an 
inclined plane; and third, by amalgamation

rule to separate by land as much of the rich- 
er part as possible, leaving the poorest for con- 
centration, and to reject at the same time the 
worthless rock, 

Crushing to coarse grains, such as is requir- 
ed for jigegmg, will not do with silver orca. 
They are generally so dis-eminated in the gan- 
sue that crushing to sand is always required. 
Unlike galena, silver ores adhere with tenac- 
ity to the gangue, so that even, if large par- 
ticles of pure ore should prevail, a preceding 
extraction by coarse crushing would not of- 
fer any advantage, in as much as the residuc 
could not be considered worthless; but all of 
it would need to be reduced finer for further 
concentration, increasing the expenses, which 
would not be covered by the gain of the dou- 
ble extraction. 

CONCENTRATION WORKS, 

The location, of a mill should be selected 
always aa near the ming ag possible, in order 
to reduce the hauling expense. It is also 
important to choose the site on a hill-side or 
on cleyated ground, and to build the ore- 
dumps high enough above the battery floor, 
so that the ore, by means of a shoot, may 
be easily deliverod to the batteries. The 
shoot isolten replaced by inclined grates on 
which the,ore rolls down, What falls through 
the grate bars (two and a half inches apart) 
is suitable for direct feeding; the coarser ore 
is generally broken by rock-breakers to the 
required size.

Not all kinds of silver ores can be concen- POIt, there to be rectified, renovated and 


sent back again. How rapidly it ascends is 
beautifully exhibited any frosty morning. 

But foul and deadly as the expiring air is, 
nature—wisely economical in all ber works 
and ways—turns it to good account in the 
outward passage through the organs of voice. 

If a well made man be extended on the 
ground, his arms at right angles with his 
body, a circle, making the navel the centre, 
will just take in the head, the finger ends 
and the feet.

Fron Hanpyvieie.—Clisiles Spencer, mail 
rider between Préscott and Mardyville, has 
informed ys that-recently, the Indians—Wal- 
lupais—stole, out of thà Government corral at 
Fort Mohave, on the Colorado river, five ani- 
mals-—-four mules and one horse. The, api- 
malg stolen were about to be sent out-on the 
road for the use of the mail escort. There 
was 2 large number of animals in tho corral 
at the time the Indians made their raid upon 
it, but, ns none of them had ropes upon them 
except the animals stolen, it is presumed the 
Indians being in a hurry, probably, could not 
catch any more of the stock. Near Union 
Pass, twelve miles this side of Hardy ville, as 
Mr. Wm. H, Hardy and the mail’ nder were 
traveling along, from this place to Tardy ville, 
they saw whore the Indians lad crossed the 
road a few minutes before with the stock. 

Johnny O'Donell, who arrived here with 
the California mail Tuesday evening last, in- 
formed us that Colonel Price, after having re- 
ceived a supply of barley from Fort Yuma, 
sent a force of Osvalry to scout through the 
Wallapai country, and, if possible, strike a 
final blow for peace and the subjugation of 
that tribe. It isto be hoped that the sol- 
diers will find the villains and teach them the 
error of their ways. From what we can 
learn in regard to the number of fighting 
Wallapais still in existence, it looksas though 
they might soon be conquered, and we do 
most honestly believe that Col. Price and 
his command will, if left in the country the 
coming spring and summer, accomplish that 
desirable object. “  ¢€ 


Sovrmern Main.—Mr. Brown, mail rider 
between Prescott and Maricopa Wells, ar- 
rived here early in the week, from Phoenix, 
the new setilement on Salt river. On ac- 
count of the high water in Salt river, Mr. B. 
could not proceed to his destiation, and left 
the mail at Phoonix and returned to Prescott. 
The day before he left the river, a man, whose 
name he was unable to tell us, was drowned 
while attempting to cross to the south side. 
Every effort possible, was made by the citi- 
zens and the nder to get the mail across, but 
it was all to no purpose, as old Salt had its 
back up and was terrible in its wrath. It is 
along time since we have heard from our 
Tucson friends, they must fecl very lonely 
now that they are cut off by the turbid wa- 
ters of the Gila and Salt rivers from theonly 
mail route upon which service is attempted 
to be made at all, that from San Bernardino 
via Hardyville to Prescott. Of course it is 
known that in consequence of there not be- 
ing enough business upon the Gila route, be- 
tween Tucson and California, the representa- 
tives of the contractor upon that route, avail- 
ing themselves of the opportunity offered for 
discontinuing it, by the death of Mr. Tomlin- 
son, took off, the stock and buggies and left 
our fellow citizens below the Gila without 
direct mail service with California. This 
state of affairs would be bearable could they 
but communicate with Prescott, but that 
boon is also denied them by Providence 
and the elements. We would hke to hear 
from them occasionally, and pray that all ob- 
stacles in the way of making the passage 
from Central to Southern Arizona may soon 
be in a position to be overcome. 


/Puanrx, the new settlement on Salt river, 
in this county, is, every week, receiving addi- 
tions to its population, A letter received by 
us ashort time since from Jos Davis says 
that several famihes from Texas had arrived 
at the settlement, taken up ranches, and gone 
to work. There is no end to the amount of 
good tillable land on and near Salt river, and 
as the canal built by the “Swilling Irrigating 
and Canal Company” carries enough water to 
irrigate thousands of acres, people need not 
fear a scarcity of water for irrigating pur- 
poses. Mr. Davis is also taking out a ditch. 
The original settlers, most of whom own 
shares in the canal, are very anxious that 
large settlements should soon spring up along 
the fertile bottoms of Salt river, and to this 
end they offer liberal inducements to families 
and single men, who wish to engage in farm- 
ing. Two crops can easily be raised in one 
year. Mr. Davis saya the bottom lands upon 
the river are as large, and the soil richer than 
those of the Ohio or Mississippi. 


Vamosep.—aA short time ago we saw a let- 
ter from a gentleman then at Camp McPher- 
son, Which stated that a Chimahueva Indian 
girl, some twelve or thirteen years of age, 
that bad been raised and tenderly cared for 
by Manuel Ravena, of La Paz, Yuma county, 
since she was a small baby, had recently de- 
camped, taking with her a lot of jewelry and 
other valuables, which, if the story proves 
correct, goes to show that no matter how 
much kindness a white man lavishes upon an 
Indiau—male or female—no gratitude need 
be expected from them, and no trust can be 
reposed in them.

Bro Bro Disrwor.—The news from this district 
is cheering. At latest dates, the upper tunnel in, 
the Eugenie lode was in 120 feet; at which dias 
tance the lege whs fully ajg feet wide. Thig 
tunnel is seven foot In holght by six feet in width 
and is well thnbored. It is being run by Geo. 
Berry ond HE for Gray & Co, who own 

f the ledge, 

Mowa Bros, and John A. Rush are getting 
ready to start up the Woolsey five-stamp mill, on 
“Dividend” rock. Mr. Richardson, {heir engi- 
neer, returned to town on Thursday evening, 
from n visit to the mill, to see what was wanted. 
He and Mr. Rush will start over in a day or two, 
and set things in motion. Wenro told that geve- 
ral tons of good rack are out, ready Tor milling, 
and from what we know in regard to this ledge, 
it is almost certain to pay, if the rock bo prop- 
erly worked. Some time ngo, Mr. Borger workéd, 
in Gray & Co.’s mill, sixty tons of this rook, out 
of which he said he got $1,200 in free gold; and 
it was and is the opinion of many persons who 
saw the rock and helped to work it, that nearly 
half of the free gold was washed into the creck. 
Mr. Borger concentrated the sulphureis and wade 
an assay of them, according to which, over $1,000 
remained in the coneuniration. This he promised 
to take out and pay over to the company, bul s0 
far as we can learn, the company bas never ro- 
ceived one cent of it ‘ 

There are four companies of placer miners at 
work in Big Bug, and all, Mr. Berry assures us, 
are doing well, -Anderson & Co. (four men), in 
a recent clean-up, got seven dollars a day to the 
hand. Lewis & Thomas (ten men) cleaned up 
all of ten dollarsaday to the hand. Walters, 
Richtell & Co. got, we are told, good pay. Ano- 
ther company is working in a long gulch close 
to the Eugenie lode, but we have not been iu- 
formed as to the amount of pay they are getting 
Water is plenty, with a mir prospect of its con 
tinuing so for several months to come. 


Warxer’s Distiict.—Very little work kas been 
done in this district, the past month or six weeks, 
owing to the snow and cold; but the minera are 
now taking out ore, which they will work in then 
arastras, as soon ns the weather modeiates suffi 
ciently to allow their waterwheels to tun, and 
admit of amalgamation. Some few persons me 
working in the bars and bed of the creek, and 
we beleve that Poland & Co. are innuing then 
arastras by water power. 


Hassaraura District- Work upon the Chase 
lode is progressing, and Noyes & Curtis's ten 
stamp mill is now being hauled up from its for 


mer location to the Chase, where it will be 
erected and set to work. Miehael McWilliams, 
who has the contract for sinking one of the shafts 
a depth of one hundred feet, told ua, the other 
day, that his shaft was down nearly seventy feet 
and that the lode was six fect wide, and looked 
better than any other lode he had seen in the 
country. The rock is undoubtedly rich. 

Operations upon the Chance lode will be re 
snmed, soon, by Messrs Rodick & Foland. Jos 
Young. one of the owners, will start. in a short 
time, tor his former home, Philadelphia in which 
city he expects to he able to raise means to work 
the ledge in a proper manner. Ue has sbipped 
one hundred pounds of the ore to that city and 
will take with bim the bullion extracted from 
the three tons recently worked at the Sterling 
mill, which, it will be recollected, yielded well 

Work at the Sterling mine and mill bas ceased 
for the present. Except for the inability of Mi 
Reed to account for the foss of the larger portion 
of the quicksilver used, his mode of treating the 
ore wonld be an entire success. The gald is 
amalgamated by his process ina thorough mans 
ner: the rock hag proven itself as rich as it wa» 
supposed to be, from the various tests made of ii 
here and in San Francisco : but, fiom some cause 
more than two-thirds of the quicksilver gors off 
and is lost in grinding and amalgamating and

ardeon went to work. weighed every drop of 
quichsilver used by him—fifty-four pounds, in 
all—and on cleaning up, but filteen pounds of 
the silver could be found! The run. however, 
pad better than any previous run made, and 
more fiee gold was saved m the battery aud on 
the plates, Mr. Reed is now anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of Mr. Kustel, who is expected here 
shortly, in company with Mr Gray. in hopes that 
that gentleman may be ablo to explain the cause 
of the loss of the quicksilver. Some argue that 
the silver goes off in vapor from the heated pulp 
in the grinder; others say that the quicksilver, 
from being ground with the 1ock under a heavy 
muller for six or seven hours, becomes grani- 
lated. and passes off in that way ; others again 
think that the chemicals used for purposes of 
amalgamation mix and form an oily paste which, 
with the quicksilver. when the pulp is placed in 
water, rises to the surface and floats away. Thus 
the matter rests, wailing for science to explain 
the cause of the difficulty 

The placer miners on the Hnassayampa “are 
making fair wages, and those at work in the 
guich this side of the Sterling are taking out 
lots of money. Most of the companies were 
ground-sluicing during the early part of this 
week. 

Lower Lysx Creer. Messrs. Cornell and Big- 
elow have been visiting the bydraulie diggings 
of Little & Taylor, and report favorably upon 
them. After three days ran—three bands work- 


ing—the company made a partial clean-up, when 
about ten dollars a day to the man was realized, 
This is doing very well when it is considered 
that they had just started in to work the diggings 
and did not scrape or clean up the bed-rock, 
They are going to putina now string of sluico- 
boxes, larger than those now used by them, when 
they will be able to run off more dirt and larger 
rock. Mr. Bigelow says these diggings are be- 
ing worked by their present owners in better 
style than ever before, and confidently believes 
them to be the richest and most extensivo placer 
diggings in a vicinity.

Were it not for the temporary failure of Mr, 
Reed to master the “situation” at the Sterling 
mine, everything would be lovely here just now, 
but owing to the miny 96t-backs experienced in 
trying to extract the gold from the rich sulphu- 
ret ores of this vicinity, and especially this latter 
one, we must confess that the spirits of some of 
our miners are coated—not with fron orsulphur, 
but with the blues. We sce ho good renson for 
the existence of this fecling. It is proven be- 
yond peradventure that the gold is in thé rock in 
sufficient quantity to pay well even at present 
high prices of labor, provisions, ete., and sooner 
or later, science, labor and machinery will ex- 
tract if, Very little remains to be congitered in 
order to profitably and successfully work the 
Sterling, and that little will soon bè overcome.

On, Planting ght, Frit and Omantental 
een Shrubs aad Small Plante, 


Knowing that several farmers in this Terri- 
vitory intend to plant frnit trees, vines, etc., 
the coming spring, we copy the following art- 
cleon the subject from the Califernia Farmer, 
with the hope that it may be of some service 
to them: . . A E E 

When fruit and ornamental trees, or.shrubs, 
(and small plants are to be planted where they 
were are intended permanently to remain, 
every care and caution should be taken so as 
to haye'them“placed at such proper distances, 
that tree and plant can have full benefit of 
the light and air, When not properly plant- 
ed, the shape and furm of each will be spoiled 
during their growth. A great mistake is 
made in planting too many frait and orna- 
mental trees to an acre ynder the impression 
that they’ protéct ‘and shield each’ other, and 
without giving the soil the extra food needed 
for the extra numbeys, that when the trees 
get up, one-third or one-half can be cutaway 
to admit of the air and light, forgetting that 
during the years they have been growing, 
each tree has had an injurious effect. on its 
neighbor by.‘forcing it, into. weak and unnat- 
ural growth; abd preventing fhe lower 
branches breaking, and making proper shape. 
Thus the cause of the many: bad-shaped and 
unsightly trees, and in most cases, the differ- 
ent fruit brought to market. Many of our 
orchards in this State are totally ruined by 
being too thick on the ground, We give in 
the annexed scale various distances and the 
number of plants required for an acre at sta- 
ted distances. Asa rule, we would recom- 
mend in planting out orchards the following 
table: 

Grape vines, 8 feet by 8; pears, cherries 
and plums, 16 by 16 feet; apples, 20 by 20 
feet; prune and train the lower brinches so 
as to have them almost touch the ground, 
as invariably the best and finest fruit are on 
the lower branches of the trees and near the 
body and centre of tho tree. Thus by keep- 
ing the trees low and compact they are not 
so subject to the injurious influence of the 
wind. The distance, such as 1 foot by 4 
inches, 1 foot by 6 inches, 1 foot 6 inches by 
6 inches, are for nurseries and gardens where 
young stock is planted temporarily, the vines 
being far enough apart to admit the hue for 
cutting down weeds, ete. 

In planting ornamental trees and shrubs, 
the greatest care should be taken not to al- 
low anything to grow near the plants, keep 
the soil round the plants fiee from weeds or 
grass, and occasionally cultivate the surface 
of the soil with a hoe or rake; constant care 
can only secure symmetrically formed, hand- 
some and healthy trees and plants. =»

Human Decadence. 


In an able thesis on death, Dr. Acosta of 
Paris discusses the difficulty of determining 
the commencement of old age, and says the 
Greeks regarded the age of 49 (seven times 
seven, their climacteric number) as the cul- 
minting point of human strength, Another 
French.writer, M. Florens, however, holds 
{hat decadence does not commence until the 
70th year, The Chinese call men who have 
attained that age “rare birds,” and those who 
reach the 90th year ‘old loiterers,” The two 
climacteric ages of the Arabs were 63 (7 times 
9) and 81 (9 times 9). ‘The first was con- 
sidered the grand climacteric among the an- 
cients, and those who passed it were accus- 
tomed to congratulate) each other. Physiol- 
ogists recognize the existence of two sources 
of strength in the constitution; one is called 
the force in use, and the other the reserved 
force. Doubtless the period of decadence 
bears some relation to the period required for 
full development. Those who are long arriv- 
ing at the full maturity of their powers, as a 
general rule, are long in loosing their store of 
reserved force. Bodilystrength may be com- 
pared toa water-power. Dùring the period 
of growth, the surplus vitality is used in de- 
velopment, ns force is expanded in building 
structures to raise the head and fall of water. 
Through the term of middle life, the supply 
of strength greatly exceeds that expended in 
work, and the surplus quietly passes off like 
unused water over the waste weir. When 
the period of decadence arrives, the stream 
begins to diminish. There is no longer a res- 
idue of unused force. During the, day there 
is no flow of water over the weir, and a whole 
night is required to bring the head and flow 
to the actustomed hight. Every source for 
supply is employed, atid care is taken to pre- 
vent the escape of unused force. Gradually 
the constitution is enfeebled, but has not even 
power to repair bodily waste. The weir 
crumbles, the legkages are no longer checked. 
Slower-and slower turng the wheel of life, 
until at last, by some, sudden diversion, the 
scanty supply is cut off, and if bas forever 
ceased to move. ‘To guard the weir of life, 
to prevent jts sudden destraction by fatal 
disease, and to show how tet to repair the 
damage of constant decay is the business of 
the physician, It is said theaverage length 
of human life among civilized nations has 
been greatly incréased during the last cen- 
tury. ‘This gratifying résult must be accred- 
ited'in part to the introduction of new remo- 
dies for. disease; yet it, will not be out of 
place to assert that the mast important ot al 
arts-medi¢ine-—-has not kept pace in im- 
provement with many others affecting the 
material well-being of màn, :
